HERE has lately, as the Author has moſt truly expreſt, a | 
very (light Reply been made to a Pamphlet call'd, A Chara- 

derof Popiſh Succeſſor , in which he arraignsthe Pamphleteer | 
( as he calls him ) of contradifory diſcourſe and reaſoning, but 

ſays bs principles are not ſo : To prove which he allows you 
to fancy 4 piQure of the late Rebellion for like that it begins with fears and 
jealouſies of Religion, Liberty and Property, and continues in murmur ant re- 
vile at the Imperial Root, and to ſtiffen the knees that would bow to a crowned 
kead. The laſt two parts of this Inditement has been fo far frombeing ju- | 
ſtified by the Author, that whete he found. them, they were own'd, as the 
evil effects of a worſe cauſe : but by adviſing us ot to be ſubdxed like leſs 
than Engliſh men; not to ſubmit our necks like {laves to the Romanyoke, 
he does infer, we muſt repel a King under the name of an Invader. Truly 
when tho' by the permiſſion or aid of any Engliſh King, Popery, Super- 
ſtition, Idolatry, and Cruelty, are entring our Gates, and are ready to but- 
cher our Proteſtant Miniſters at their Divine Worſhip, make Human Szriths 
field Sacrifice of us, our Wives and Childrenz we juſtly may reſiſt the In- 
yading Tyrannick Power of Rome. F* 

In the next place our Anſwering Pamphleteer would have you beheve, 
notwithſtanding your own ſenſe and reaſon to the:contrary, there isno/ 
juſt fear of Popery, nor any danger in any of their Plats z but from his own 
wiſe ſuppoſitions drawn from 41, and 48. has found -or--made a Plot,and as 
prudently laid it at the Presbyterians = 3 a Plot 16-ſubt4}, that they have 
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outdone the very Jeſuits themſclves in the contrivance; and laid it with 6 

much art and cunning, that no heart could have imagined it, nor no eye 
diſcerned it but his. And now let us take notice who this honeſt Gentleman 
under the linily of his Leviathans, means, t/ at ſport and take their paſtimes 
in onr troubled deep ; whoſe reſtleſs and ameaſie rolling does not foretelf,but is it 

ſelf the ſtorm. But 1 think, with our wiſe Authors leave, this had been bet. 
ter proved, before ſo poſitively aſſerted, conſidering 'cis no lefs than three 

whole ſucceſſive Parliaments ( his Leviathans ) that have been reſtlef to 
find out a Plot, and vigorous to prevent our ruin ; all which he has drawn 
in as the greateſt, nay only principals of our deſtruttion , and as his Text 
goes, are themſelves the ſtorm or Plot 3 he muſters up a thundering accuſa- 
tion againſt them, that they fomrent the people into rebellion, diſtraJ them with 
dreadful apprehenſions, caſting them into a raving frenzy + and as the greateſt 
plague of the wicked, makes them afraid where no fear is. And this honeſt well 
principled man is all this while a man of the Churchof England. And to 
prove the correſpondence of this truth with that of kis Pamphlet, we may 
eaſily remember, that all the Purl;aments were not all Presbyters ; the firlt 
Parliament were all men choſe at His Majeſties bleſſed Reſtoration, when 
there was not the leaſt favour for that Party ; and thoſe Loyal, Wiſe, and 
Honeſt Patriots of their Countrey, gave the firſt blow ro the Plor, firſt 
Allarmed the people, made Teſts, and removed the DOKE out of his pla- 
ces and ſeat in Parliament ; yet theſe are the men, and this the ſtorm which 
is ready to ſhatter onr Royal Veſſel, the Brittiſh Kingdom, into pieces. But (ince 
he is a zealous Proteſtant, they have no reaſon to be angry at his making 
bold with his own Party. 

But why ſhould we ſtand it} fear of Popery ? Ay, why indeed, fays he ? 
He hasno fear at all; they will not hurt him for his Religion, then why 
ſhould we fear? But alas! all are not ſuch Proteſtants as he, Heaven knows, 
ſuch Champions for their Cauſe and Intereſt 5 and therefore we may have 
reaſon to fear, notwithſtanding all his brotherly advice to the contrary. 

In the next place let us ſee what ſmall difference he makes between the 
principles of the Church of Rome, and thoſe of the Church of England ; only 
a few diſpntable matters of faith, and not very materi"l Ceremonies of Divine 
Worſhips as what harm 1s 1t to pray to Saints, ro worſhip Images ? or what 
great matter to believe the Infallibility of the Pope, or the Tranſub(taptia- 
tion in the Sacrament, or to allow the Doctrine of the Roman Church with- 
oat error, when it ſhall depoſe and murder Kings, command Maſlacres,make 
Plots, Fire Cities, Canonize the principal Aftors of their Revenge and bar- 
barous Cruelties, and conſecrate the Inftruments of death ? Is it not hard, 
ſays our honeſt Proteſtant, that theſe frivolous diviſions 0» 4 ſudden ſhould 
ruine and efface all thoſe good charaters of Magnanimity and Juſtice, of Ge- 

ity and Goodneſs in this our Popiſh Prince, which even his greateſs enemies, 
nay the moſt deteſtable Charader it ſelf allows him e _ Indeed Mr. Scribler, I 
remember no ſuch allowance z but as your ſelf remarkt, ſuppoſe, and ſup- 
poſe : But if the encouraging of Plotsand Popery, holding correſpondence 
with his Holineſs and other Forreign Princes, contrary to the Laws of this 
Nation, be Virtues, thoſe and more perhaps of ſuch a nature, may be al- 
lowed him. In the next place he takes a great deal of pains to let you know 
what the Virtues arez which thoughthe Charatterizer docsnot underſtand, 
he does eſpecially when Cardinal 3 and to ſhew you he is a man of truth, 


and can keep his word!ſometnnes; he has there made ſo flight a yo [ 
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have not thought it worth the anſwering, but will refer the ingenious Rea» 
der to compare that part of the Chazacter with his Anſwer ; and now I will 
skip over this page, as he has done ſeveral which he could not with all his 
ſtock of Impudence defend. 


Well now, ſays he, ſince we have Laws to ſuppreſs Popery, what remains then 
for a Popiſh King, but to put thoſe Laws in execution ;, and for ws, but to ſid 
down under the ſhadow of this Fence ? Yes, I think a greater aſſurance that 
he will execute them, than our Anſwerer can give. 

His next Argument, or rather Opinion, # ſo far from thinking that the 
Reign of a Popiſh King can be any ways advantageous to the Feſuitical Inftru- 


ments, that he rather believes it will be their deſtrudion 5; and why? becauſe * 


there is Laws of foree againſt them, and the power of executing thoſe Laws he 
himſelf has already given to the people 5 and which he has concluded they will 
more vigorouſly do under ſuch a King, But hold ! this Shamwont paſs ; we 
know the people may convict them; but none can puniſh them but their 
Prince. But if the people by the authority of our Scribler do, what will he 
have this King to be the mean time aſleep ? or with all his Cardinal Virtues 
an Atheiſt? for if he is not a Papiſt, he has no pretence to any Religion, 
having himſelf renounc't all Churches elſe. Certainly he muſt be the firſt of 
theſe two, if this power beafſumed in his Reign, without his permiſhon z 
*-and the laſt, if with it. For no man can be, or pretend to be a Son of the 
Church of Rome,that will not be obedient to all her principles and commands, 
and will not maintain on all occaſions to their utmoſt power, her Cauſe and 
Intereſt: He ſhall no ſooner refuſe or negle& to do this, but he ſhall be ex- 
ploded as the baſe(t Coward, and excommunicated as the vileſt-Heretick, 
Beſides, there will be more danger for him to permit their puniſhments, 
than any other Prince whatever; for as their hopes in him has given them 
almoſt aſſurances of their utmoſt wiſhes 3 fo will their hatred and malice be 
greater to him, when they ſhall find themſelves more than fruſtrate of all 
their awbitious expectations. And if an Atheiſt, C a man that believes no 
God, no puniſhment for Vice, nor no rewatd for Virtue) to pretend tobe 
of a Religion by which he has baniſhe himſelf his native Countrey, loſt the 
hearts of three Kingdoms, and thruſt himſelf for ever from a Throne, he 
muſt be the greateſt mad man , or the moſt a Fool in the Creation; and I 
think it not fit for either of theſe to wear a Crown, or a Papiſt our Exgliſh 
Diadem. And prudently confidering all this, that excluſive Bill in Parlia- 
ment, was like the wiſe Fathers advice to raſh Phaetox, as much for his own 
good as the Kingdoms ſafety ; for no doubt bur if ever he ſhould aſcend 
this Throne, and hurried on by the furious conduct of his Romiſh Coun- 
ſcllors till he had ſer his Nation 1n a flame, he himſelf at laſt will moſt cer- 
tainly periſh in his own fires. 5 
Now our Anſwerer bids ws conftder the weight of 2 Coronation Oath witha 
Prince of any ſenſe of Honour or Religion, and he has promis'd upon this ac- 
count ( pray Heaven he keeps his word ! ) a very ſmart argument, which 
he makes out thus 5 He has a double tye, of Nature and Religion. Thoſe tyes 
indeed ought to be very ſtrong ; but how ſtrong the tyes of Nature and 
Gratitude to the beſt of Kings and Brothers , are in him, has been ſuffici- 
ently experienced, and largely treated of in the Popiſh Charatter z' but for 
Religion, that has no tye at all upon him that looſens all other tyes contra- 
ry to the pride and intereſt of the Rowiſh Church. And though our An- 
({werer 
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{werer has to a miracle confeſ}, that there 3s ſuch a Do@rine in the Church of 
Rome, 4s diſpencing with, and abſolving Papiſts from all Oaths to Hereticks ; 
yet ſays he, tis a DoGrire never univerſally received, and that even they that 
do believe it, do not preach it to all , and therefore theſe, with him, are poor 
ſhifts and evaſions. Why (hould we fear it ſhould be made uſe of againſt us? 
for ſays he; 1hat' Prince that would loſe all his Honourable preferments rather 
than tell a lye againſt his conſcience, ought certainly to be believed when he ſhall 
make ſo ſolemn a proteſtation 9s his Coronation Oath. But that Oath we have 
by ſad experience found to be ſucha Juglers knot, and has fo often plaid faſt 
and looſe, that if he were a Mahumetar , and ſhould ſwear by Alha, we 
ſhould have much more reaſon to believe him as Txrk or Infidel, than as a 


* Roman Catholick;, for we know the bands of Nature, Morality, and Ho- 


nour, have bzen ſacred to Heathens, but never to Papiſts. And beſides, I 
muſt tell my ſmart Gentleman , Tho' we very well know that Diſpenſati- 
ons are frequent things from Rome, yet it would have been no leſs than a 
mortal fin, and never to have been forgiven, to have preſumed in that 
cale to have told a lye without the Pecpes permiſſion :tho' truly as ſome Pa- 
piſts have declared, his Holineſs was to blame not to diſpenſe both with the 
Dukes receiving the Sacrament inthe Proteſtant Church, and their taking the 
Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance for ſome time , ſince they would have 
been no leſs ſons of his Church, nor no leſs true to his power, and confi- 
dering he might ſo eaſily have done 1t, which would have prevented all their 
misfortunes, and forever have ſecured their Intereſts. 

And next ſays our Scribler, What zf the King of France, contrary to his 
Oath upon the Sacrament , has invaded Flanders, he is but one preſident ; and 
muſt all Princes of that Religion violate their Oaths becauſe he has done ſo? 
But for Q. Mary of Ezg. violation of her Oaths, Covenants, and her Honor, 
with all her barbarous recorded Cruelties, let her paſs, tis not at all per- 
tinent to his purpoſe to take the leaſt notice of her. Beſides, for his Coro- 
nation Oath, *cis an Oath upon compulſion z and he has greater and more 
ambitious morives to make him take it, tho' againſt his conſcience, than the 
French King had to take his Oath upon the Sacrament, and break it ; for 
that was only a little to enlarge his Empire : but this of our Popiſh Succeſ- 
ſors is to mount him on a Throne. And (ince it is a like ambitious caule in 
both, we very well know, that ambitio multus mortales falſos fieri coegit. 

He tells us now his firſt deſign was only to be of the defenſive part. But if 
compariſons of theſe times with thoſe of rhe late Rebellion ; if railing at, 
and accuſing three Parliaments of a horrid Plot, a Plot to ruin Monarchy, 
ferment us into Civil Wars, and make us cut our own throats, bemore than 
defenſive, the ſecond page of his Pamphlet muſt tell him to his face he lies. 
But now he is at the ſame thing again ; he mult ſay ſomething. 

Well tho? he denies the poſſubility of introducing Popery, becauſe a great ma- 
ny as good Proteſtants as the CharaQterizer do both ſay ſo, and believe it too 3 
yet certainly he thinks the Party very powerful, to prote(t his noto- 
rious impudence againſt the King, the Parliaments, and all the Judicia- 
ry power of the Nation, who has with great wiſdom, and by ſtrong 
proofs, found out a moſt Helliſh and Dangerous Plot ; a Plot againſt the 
Life of his Sacred Majeſty, the Proteſtant Religion and Government zand 
with reaſon and thankfulntſs have acknowledged 'twas only the eſpecial 
Providence of God that has delivered us. But he ſays , *tis not only impoſe 


ſible to introduce Popery, but 'tis impoſſible for the Papiſts themſelves to believe

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it could be done ; that is to ſay, there has been! no Plot on that fide. But 

what has he made all the Three Eſtates of Erng/and to be, but a of Raſ- 

cals and Villains, to pretend a Plot where there was none; and toſet their 

hands to the confirmation of ſuch a Falſhood , and to the delufion of the 

undiſcerning multitude?

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Well, but after much ſenſleſs quibling upon the Charatterizer's being a 
Papiſt, becauſe he was of their minds ſo Be as to beheve their deſign of 

bliſhing Popery in England might have took effect 3 he at laſt has not only 
granted the poſſibility of their belief, but the introducing of _ «ſible. Yet 
( (ays he ) does it follow, that becauſe they —_ ſo then, that t think fo 
ftill 2 ſure they have little reaſon to believe that that deſign which was in fs 
hopeful a forwardneſs as never ſince Queen Maryes days conld be boaſted of ,car- 


ried on with all the art and contrivance, all the ſecreſie and cunning of a dili- | 


ent and ative party, favoured by ſeveral the greateſt perſons in the kingdom, 
yr thoſe moſt eminent for their Ricks and Imereſt to Jupport the Cauſe , and 
the univerſal ſecurity of the Nation conſpiring with all theſe, and after all this 
brought to nought;, ſhould ever at all, or at leaſt in this age, be effeted, when all 
their meaſures are broken, and all their wicked contrivances laid open, and the 
whole ſcene of that Religiows Villany diſplayed to publick view ; when the whole 
Nation is ftill awake with continual fears, and freſh Alarms __ them. Yes, 
Mr. Scribler, 'twas and might (till be poſſible, if the people of England be 
yet more ſenſlefs than in that ſecurity you ſpoke of, and does yet leave them 
the hopes of a pernicious Popiſh King; there will be then no need of 
Plots, his Power will undoubtedly perform much more than all their Hell- 
born ſtratagems cou'd ere deſign. It was indeed an over-haſty Roman zeal 
to mount him on the Throne before his timez they were impatient of de- 
lays, thought long till they arrived at their dear promiſed Land,and wou'd 
have took delight to have waded through that Sea of blood that wou'd 
have brought them thither 3 *"twas that and Providence that it ſeemed had 
not deſigned we all ſhould periſh in our dreams, made them ſo unhappy 
to themſclves, and fortunate to us. Their fear. that death might interpoſe 
betwixt them and all their hopes, and ſnatch their darling Prince before his 
Brother's or their work was done; their dread of this, and eager thirſt of 
blood, made them plot on for what they might have had withour, and ruin 
all. But to prove 'tis poſlible, in cafe of a Popiſh King, 'tis inthe power of 
any Engliſh Prince to remit the puniſhments due to that party when con- 
victed, as has been experienced ; and I think none will doubt but a Popiſþ 
King, and an obedient Son of Holy Mother Church, will extend his Nego- 
tiation a little further for them than an Heretick , ſo far no doubt as to 
encourage his own Religion, and ſuppreſs its enemies, and give them leave 
to revenge their long ſufferings. Well, admit this King, and more certainly 
the TY toall they can deſire, what will the cackling of all 
our Proteſtant Geeſe do then, to the preſerving our Capitol ? even as much 
good as our Scriblers —_ done his Maſter.

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Next, if it were poſſible that we ſhall ever ſuffer a Papiſt King in Eng- 
land, and- put the reins of Government into his hands, whoſe Arbitrary 
Principles we ſo abhor 3 when we do this, we ſhall nodoubt not only be 
content to let him have a ſtanding Army, but ſhall every man voluntarily 
contribute to the ſetting up and maintaining that Army we know before- 
hand is defign'd to enſlave us, or cut our throats. But I will hope, and be- 
lieve it impoſſible for the whole Nation to be mad at once ; and on that 
preſumption agree with my Pamphleteer.in that point , That we ſhall have 
no. ſtanding Army, no Arbitrary Government ; and indeed I fancy the Je- 
ſuits have juſt cauſe to ſay now, Perditar hec inter miſeros Lux. 


Well but he ſays again, It were folly for a Papiſt King to attempt the 
bringing in of Popery : for, ſays he, young as the Reformation was in Queen 
Maryes days, it might indeed with ſome eaſe have been pluckt up, ere it had ta- 
ker root 5 the Papiſts in thoſe days equal, at leaſt, if not exceeding the Prote- 
ſtants, all longing for the reſtoration of their Religion : but now when this I- 
dolatrous Superſtition has been ſo long worn off the minds of the people, and 
the Reformation ſo deeply and ſo firongly rooted, the Roman Church ſo de- 
teſted both for the dangerous Innovations of its Dodrine, and the Idolatry of 


' its Ceremonies; and ſo odious in the eyes of the people for its pernicious prin- 


ciples expreſs in the Villanows pradiſes of its profeſſors, in Maſſacres, and Plots 
all deteFed. All this indeed 1s very true 3 and I confeſs he is ſo far much in 
the right. But foft and fair! how came this to paſs ? how bas the Papilts 
diſobliged you, now that you are fo briskly treating of their pernicious 
Principles, the dangerous Innovations of their DoCtrines, Idolatry of their 
Ceremonies, and their Villanous practices in Plots and Maſlacres >? How 
came the wind to be thus turn'd now ? Or has my good friend forgot him- 
ſelf fince he writ the ſecond page of his wiſe Anſwer, where he was ſhow- 
ing that the principles of a Papiſt and a Proteſtant ſo little differ ; "tis con- 
trary to reaſon or common ſenſe a Papiſt ſhould be leſs an honeſt man for 


them, #s only differ ing in a few diſputable matters of faith, and not very mate- 


rial ceremonies of divine worſhip. And is it poſable that he who has ſo ex- 
claimed againſt contradictory diſcourſe and arguing, and has ſo much endea- 
voured to find it out where it never was, by leaving out, or adding words 
of his own, ſhould at laſt be found ſo grofly guilty of the ſame fault? Well, 
but perhaps he may as juſtly as his Maſter ſay the caſe was alter'd, ſo he 
could not help it; for indeed his firſt buſineſs was to perſwade us to be- 
lieve what a happy condition we ſhould be in under the reign of fo vir- 
tuous and heroick a Popiſh King, and to take off our dreadful apprehen- 
fions of his Religion ; therefore he tells us the ſmall difference betwixt us 
and them, as only a few diſputable matters of faith, &c. but fearing that work 
with all his painful arguments may not be grown finiſht , therefore he 
now ſays we have no reaſon to think it can do us any harm, becauſe it can 
never be eſtabliſht in England 5 for the dangerous Innovations of its Do- 
Frines, and the Idolatry of its Ceremonies, and villanous pradiſes of its profeſ- 
fors in Plots and Maſſacres , have rendred it ſo odiows. But this contradi- 
Cion was a little Ry in this place, juſt where he is accuſing the falſe 
Satyr -4 blowing hot and cold with the ſame breath; but in that we may 
ſuppo

And all this lyes. again at the Parltamenrs door, becauſe 
they have endeavoured for the good: of the Kingdom to.difinherit a Popiſh 
Succeflor, and have not ſupplied the King with moneys,.tho' at the! ſame 
time they have declared, if his Majeſty will be gracigutly pleaſed to join 


with them, and bar all the pretence. of Papiſts to this Engliſh Diadem; ſe» 


cure their fears by paſſing that one Bill againſt that Prmce, whoſe ſucceſſion 
is the terror and diſtration of this Nation z an A in which conſiſts the 
peace, the ſafety, and the glory of three Kingdomsz/ let him but be Em: 
ved from all pretenſions to this Crown, which juſtly may be done by King 
and Parliament, and they will open their purſes ſo wide to Him, give Him 
that Maſs of Wealth, as will make Him both fear'd abroad, and beloved\at 
home. So vaſt a Treaſure will they make Him, as nove of all His RayalAn+ 


ceſtors, nor He Himſelf was ever Maſter of: But ſhould they have done's 


without, it would have betrayed the Natian, ruin'd their own Priviledges, 
and left all Grievances as unredreſlable as unredreſt, and then they mighs 
thank themſelves for what would follow. _ 


And next our Scribler thinks it very unreaſonable. that the Prince. alone 
ſhould not have the _ of Liberty of Conſcience, ' mbich every ſubjed, it bis 
dominions takes very ill to have denied to himſelf. Truly 'tis hardandeed 5 
but the circumſtances of this Nation conſidered , not at all to be wondred 
at : for I believe all men of ſenſe, as well as Sir Poll, as he calls him, will 


take it for granted, that if this Popiſþh Heir comes to the Crown, he will by - 


the dictates of that Religion, in ſpight of Vows and Covenants, prowote 
the Romiſh Intereſt with all the ſeverity, injuſtice, and tyranny, that moſt relis 
gious Cruglty can invent. But whether or no he will. condeſcend: to; make 
the leaſt excuſe for it, as the Chara@erizer has ſuppoſed he might, Icannat 
tell ; but our. Anſwerer that laughs at the ſuppolation, 'tis probable knows 
more of his mind, than to think he will be guilty of ſo much curtely, as tg 
make us an excuſe for any thing he does againſt us.

our to do it by Law, even with thoſe Laws:we have already againſt it, is in- 
poſſible. Bur it 1s ikewiſe as impoſlble for any man of ſence to h&jieve, that 
he being a Papiſt, and Vaſſal zo the Pope, either will gr can putithoſe Las 
in execution. But then a little after 'tis confeſt he 22ay be totally reſtrain* 
from all power of introducing Popery by. the force of ſuch Liews as egy be;weade 
to tye up his hands ;, and put the execution-of thoſe into the bavdgof the 

| peo- 
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People, and conſequently thoſe Laws muſt be ſuch as muſt ruin Lis prerogative. 
Well, but granting thus much, ſays qur Anſwerer, what you infer from this 
is doubly ridiculons ;, firſt, that no Monarch would thus intail ſuch an effemi- 
nacy on a Crown as ſhall render the Imperial Majeſly of England but a pageant, 
#e meer puppet upon « wire. And what can you make.moreof a King that has 
no power, no not ſo much asthe meaneſt ſubje& in his Domjnions can have 
afrer theſe Laws are made to tye up his hands ? he cannot pur an Officer in 
any place throughout his Kingdoms, for fear he ſhould be a Papiſt, nor take 
one ſervant of that perſwaſion into his Court, they being all liable then to 
the conviction and perſecution of the people 3 and when it is fo far from 
him to defend them, that 'tisnot in his power to favour, in any caſe, the 
deareſt of his own party : for may net his ſubjects , or rather his Maſters, 
iaſpe& into his aftions, and call himto account for every thing they think . 
a miſdemeanor, having the Law in their own hands? and when his prero- 

tive 1s thus ruined, 1s not this Prince more like a Pageant born upon = 
mens ſhoulders, than a King ? which when they are weary of, they may 
throw him down, and daſh him all to pieces. 


But theſe Laws, ſays he, that bind up a King ſo ſtridly, ſuppoſe hins to be 
« Popiſh King, ſuch only to be refirained, this is not therefore an intailed ef- 


femrinacy, but a ſhort eclipſing of the full ſplendor of g Crown , which in t 


next Proteſtant Succeſſor is to ſhine forth with greater Iuſler. But how will 
you aſſure us that the people, after they have been once poſſeſt of ſuch a 

lorious Power, will ever give it back again ? Indeed I doubt it: for we 

ave not ſeen the Ergliſh men ſo willing to part with any of their Magna 
Cherta, or the leaſt of their Priviledges : No, I am rather afraid it will ra- 
ther give them the itch of taking the Name as well as Power upon them ; 
and I believe *tis the only expedient to ſubvert this glorious Monarchy into 
a Commonwealth. 


But to give us hopes that we may have a very good and merciful Popiſþ 
King, that will neither rewember Petitions, Proteſtings, nor Aſſociation Votes, 
he refers us to the conſideration of his Royal Brothers Clemency, which 
Indeed has been ſo great, that ingratitude ir ſelf cannot but acknowledg itz 
but all this while he was a Proteſtant Prince, and therefore that ean be no 
Argument to make us think a Papiſt King will be as gracious : for were 
his Nature an Original of Mercy, he could not be the man he would be, 
without the forfeiture both of his Conſcience, Religion, and his Kingdoms : 
for if an Emperor or a King ( ſays Parſons ) ſhows any favour to an Here- 
tick, for that he loſeth his Kingdom, Philopat. p. 109. Becanws, another of 
their Authors, ſays, If that Kings and Princes are negligent in rooting out of 
Hereticks, they are to be excommunicated and depoſed by the Pope, Controv. 
Anglican. p. 131. 132. And when the Papiſts tell us how many Virtues he 
is Maſter of, and amongſt the reſt how noble and how (trong his friendſhip 
is, then granting the truth of this, his oppoſers has more reafon to dread his 
Power : for 'tis a known Maxim, The greateſt and trueſt friend, the moſt in- 
placable and revengeful Enemy. 


But for thoſe Ads of Parliament which we find ordering and diſpoſing of 
the Succeſſion, they make (lays he) very little for the purpoſe for which they 
were 
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were produced. Yes, they prove that the Succeſſzon has been given by AR 
of Parliament, where the King and the Parliament thought fit 5; and up- 
on thoſe reaſons they afterwards thought more weighty , the Gift has 
been recalled, and they have placed a Right elſewherez and who ſhall 
dare to ſay theſe As, or any made by King and Parliament, ate unjuſt? 
Indeed the King without his People, or the People without their King, can» 
not alter the Succeſſion, but with a joynt conſent: Thoſe Adts of Parlia- 
ment declare it has and may be done again 3 and certainly there never 
was a Cauſe that did require the changing of the Succeſſion half ſo much 


as we have now. 


But he is drawn to anend ; and I thought nothing could have been more 
audacious than his Anſwer is throughout , in notorious Accuſations of 
all our Great and Honourable Parliaments; but the dedicating his Libel 
to thoſe very men with the ſame hand he writ it of them, is a boldneſs that 
certainly has no preſident, but is an Original of Impudence.

ELL, but now for our Second Maſquerade , who Begins 
juſt like his Brother , and carries on the Argument of 
Forty one throughout every Paragraph of his whole 
Pamphlet, to anſwer all that can be ſaid againſt Popery 
with that, He tells us : 


The Chara@er of a Popiſh Succeſſor were an excellent Jon in the kind, if it 
had not too much Sublimate in it, The truth of it' is, ſays he, the Author has 
made the figure of his Succeſſor too frightful, and tao enormous 3 and then he 
finiſhes his Maſter-piece with a paradox , by the ſuppoſal of a moſt excellent 
Prince, and yet making him the greater Devil for bis Virtues. 


: Fcannot ſuppoſe it any Paradox, to.ſfay the intoxication of Romiſh Prin- 
ciples, and that Religious frenzy in the brains of Majeſty, will pervert all 
his Natural Virtues, and make him imagine he does his God and his peo- 
ple good ſervice, and think he improves his Talent ſevenfold, when he puts 
the [evereſt Roman Laws in force againſt us, which is no leſs than the for- 
feiture of our Eſtates, next the loſs of our Liberties, and our Lives in a ve- 
ry ſhort time after. Nor are we to ſuffer any death more merciful than 
burning alive, which is the Popes own Law, in theſe words, Decerminxs ut 
viva in confpetu hominumComberatum(De Hereticts. 7 Decretat. ſed. in con- 
ſmtilem ). Nay, his obeying his Supetior Ecclefiaſtick Power in executing 
theſe Laws, (ball be fo far from making him or any other Papiſ elſe, thin 
hirh the greater Dewzl, as he ſays, that on the other fide the Pope , and all 
of that Church, will tell him he has improved all his Virtues to that height, 
that he deſerves to be a Saint; has merited that Heaven which they will 
give him. 


"But before 1 go ahy further, (ays he, let me reconimend to the Reader bne 
Remark, as @ thing worthy his attention , That he cuts all the way upon the 
Succeſſor, as preſuppoſing himt to be a Papiſt, and conſtquently dangerous 'and 


inſuf- 
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inſuſferable by reaſon of that perſwaſion and very magiſterially gives his own 
bare word for the dangers of that perſwaſion : why does be not rather tell us in 


particular terms, Theſe and theſe are the principles, and then make his inference 
from thoſe principles, to the dangers that attend them.

thac worſe penalties ſhoald be inflicted for that, than other High Treaſon ? 
And it is beſides enatted by a General Decree, That whatſoever King, Bi- 
ſhop, or Nobleman, ſhall believe that the Decrees of the Roman Bilkops 
may be, or (hall ſuffer them ro be violated in agy thing, be accurſed, and 
ſhall remain for ever guilty before God, as a betrayer of the Catholick 
Faith, Caxſ, 25. 91. cap. 11. and therefore conſidering all this, we cannot 
with reaſon think that ſuch barbarous Cruelty nonld be the delight of na- 
turally ſoft and tender-hearted woman, or that Majeſty could befo perju- 
red, ſo ungrateful, and ſo diſhonourable for little or no advantage ; but 
ſhe was a ſervant of the Church and Pope, and durſt not incur. his curſe, 
that was to open her the Gates of Paradicez and 'tis impoſhible for any 
Papiſt to have ſuch a Soveraign Power as hers, and not to be the ſame Ty- 


rant that ſhe was. 


_ Now in Anſwerto a paragraph which his Brother, the wiſer of the two,
